GARDEN, FARM, BEES, ETC. 


VEGETABLES. 
Writing on this subject in the 
Trish Times, the Gardening 
Correspondent says :'— 

We do not care to experiment with 
novelties in this section, having to depend on 
the old varieties; at the same time, not a 
few will find scope for enlarging on the usual 
cropping. For instance, the climbing French 
Bean: is not grown so much as its merits 
deserve, and its merits are high quality and 
continuous bearing. Here, too, we have a 
novelty in the stump-rooted Parsnip, which 
we thought to have had, and ought alo 
have had, years agu. This root, running on 
the lines of the Intermediate Carrot, will 
be found a decided acquisition, save by the 
few, perhaps, who regard the old, long- 
tailed thing as ornamental, although to us 
the rat-tail is neither ornamental nor useful, 
besides the deep cultivation demanded to 
accommodate it. Another improvement, on 
the same lines, is the new fee. Beet. Some 
like giant broad beans, and the broader and 
bigger thev are the better, and, no doubt, 
they go well with bacon at the farmer's feast 
when “all is safely gathered in.” and, 
thus far, much to our surprise, they stall 
make prize-winners at our shows, but if you 
want a really delicious vegetable in the Bean

tribe the small. green-seeded, dwarf varieties ‘ 


are still trreproachable. Plotholders who 
have no ambition for growing the mighty 
Marrow, whose chief object seems to be 
talked about, would do well to grow the pro- 
lic little Bush Marrow, even though it will 
not ramble and scramble all over their plot.

critics of such eminence as, Colonel Lord} 


Sydenham,..Admira] Sir- Regitiald. Bacon, . 
General Sir Frederick Mauricey General 
Sir W. D. Bird and SirsCharles Oman 
should examine the first, volumes with suéh 
Whey. fiú. that ‘many 
of the conclusions he has formed are inac- 
curate and the theories he, as formulated 
unsound,”’ and note that “ the very at-. 
tractiveness.of Mr. Churchill’s writing of 
itself constitutes a danger; for the layman 
may well be Jed to accept facile phrase 
and seductive argument fer hard fact and 
sober reading.” If Mr: Churthill pub- 
lishés a revised edition of his history’ he 
would be wise to take into account at least 
some of these weu-reasoned criticqjsms. 

The written materials for a history. of 
the war are more detailéd beyond com- | 
parison than those for any.-previous war. 
As Lord Sydenham says: ‘‘ We. know 
only in rough outline what happened at 
Salamis. The tragedy at Jutland has 
been painted in words that all can under- 
stand, and photographs now enable us to 
visualise disaster. The prolonged horrors 
which accompanied the retreat of the 
Grand Army from Moscow in 1812 are in 
creat part shrouded from our eyes ; but the 
sufferings of. our magnificent. troops in 
the paralysing mud of the trenches. in 
Flanders and in Gallipoli and Mesopo- 
tamia have been brought: home to us, and 
will haunt the. memory of at least one 
generation.”* ae | 

Besides this “ the Great War stands out 
above .all others in the intense. complexity 
and novelty of its world-ranging opera- 
tions.’’ Mr. Churchill, set himself a task 
as; historian of unprecedented difficulty. 
“As a descriptive writer, he has few, if 
any, equals ;.and he paints alike men and. 
happenings in vivid phrases. which cling to 
the teniry. . His rhetoric is. often 
dazzling ; but here and there .it strays dan- 
gerously near to the line at which bathos 
supervenes. There is bias in. plenty, 
which Jeads to judgments challenging 
criticism, while a far-ranging imagination 
induces. speculations into the. might-have- 
beens, which, in war as in politics, may be 
barren of profit as well as nisleading."”

Sir Charles Oman, who, from his occt- 
pation during the war, has a very detailed 
knowledge of the Germah losses, deals 
mainly with the chapters on the ‘‘ Blood 
Test’’ and the ‘‘ Battle of the: Somme.”’ 
He ‘‘ feels bound to make his comment lest. 
certain figures. should pass. undisputed, and 
deductions froin them should -grow into 
generally accepted  truisms.’’ Mr. 
Churcliill’s deduction is that “while we 
were Suffexring.so heavily ” (on the Somme) 
‘“we- were inflicting .no corresponding 
punishment upon the Germans. . On page 
51 of his first volume he puts the casual- 
ties of the British at 481,842, and those of 
the enemy at only 236,194.”’ 

The latter figure, Sir Charles Omon 
shows, is .much. less than half the total 
German losses upon the Somme between 
July. and November. .““And the: total 
casualties of the British and French 
Armies-really work out, not at-a two-to-one 
proportion, but as a little less-heavy than 
those of the enemy: “The figures are 
lamentable enough, but, at least, let us get 
them correct.”” The Somme battle should 
not. be considered a fruitless. expenditure 
of blood, as Mr. Churchill still seems to 
maintain. - It saved Verdun, ‘ brought 
‘the German moral down. to a lower level 
than it had-reached since. the battles of the 
Marne,’ and. ‘‘effectually. prevétited :- any 
further offensive on-théir “part for a very 
long time.’’ 

In his account of the Marne campaign, 
General Maurice contends, Mr. Churchill 
‘very much undervalttes the skill with 
which Joffre withdrew his armies from 
the frontier,’ and-greatly exaggerates the 
French- losses: “ In the mighty Battle of 
the Frontiers, the magnitude and terror 
of which is scarcely ‘yet known" to the 
British consciousness, more ‘than: 300,000 
k'renchmen were killed, wounded or made 
prisoners.” Mr. Churehill defines the 
Battle of the Frontiers as the four days’ 
battle from August 21 to 24; but, accord- 
ing to General -Maurice, “the ficure 
500,000 represents with approximate 
accuracy the entire French. lossés in Field 
Army, besieged garrisons and ‘Territorial 
troops for the month of August.”

Mr. Churchill adopts. the theory that 
‘““Galliéni had devised the plan of the 
Marne, and forced his unwilling Com- 
mander-in-Chief to comply with it.” 
General Maurice’s reply is a skilful effort 
to vindicate the “leadership of Joffre— 
““as fine an example of getreraJship in 
adversity as the history of “war digcloses, 
and to: rescitte it from tlie’ obscurity into 
Which 1t is:in danger of being thrust by 
Mr. Churchill’s brilliant pen.)

HE *Rev.. David Sloane Corkey, 
subject of this memoir, was the 
youngest of “eight sons of the late 
Rev... Joseph Corkey, M.A. UL.D., 
Minister of the Presbyterian Church 
of Glendermott, near Londonderry. It 
is a remarkable fact that all the eight 
sons became’ ministers of the Presbyterian 
Church, of whom. two ' settled “In 
America,.and one in Scotland. There 
were also three daughters in the Glen- 
dermott family, who devoted themselves to 
foreign mission work. We should be much 
surprised if in the annuals of clerical 
families this does not constitute a 
“record,” unparalleled, save in the 
ancient. Aaronic or Levitica] priesthood. 

David Corkey was born in December, 
1882, and was educated at Foyle and 
Magee. On the completion of hrs train- 
ing he became assistant to the Rev. Dr. 
Henry Montgomery, in the Shankill road 
Mission, Belfast. He was called to be 
minister of Dundrod, Co. Antrim, in 
1911; and subsequently served as chaplain 
during almost the whole period of the war 
in France. ‘He lost an arm in May, 1916, 
being hit by a piece of shrapnel, but, as 
Soom. as fit, avas Off io:the front again... In 
1919 he returned to his parish, but not 
many years of service there were left him. 

In October, 1924, he died in London, three 
devs after an operation for the removal of 
a tumour on the brain. “' The day before 
his death he told his wife te ‘keep a stiff 
front and still go marching on.’ He 
always said he had no pain, and when we 
were leaving him he always smiled and 
waved his hand to us as we left the ward.’ 
Such cheery courage and quiet firmness of 
soul were a marked characteristic of David 
Corkey, and therein lay one secret of his 
great suecess in winning the affection and 
confidence of boys and voung men. 

The memoir which has been put together 
by the widow of an elder brother consists 
mainly of extracts from David Corkey’s 
diary. Brief and disjointed as these un- 
studied jottings are, they reveal an attrac- 
tive and gracious and vigorous personality, 
one who took life seriously, though not 
sombrely ; whose life was rich in promise 
when it was so swiftly cut off.

He 
applied to the Indore bankers. The 
bankers, to use a slang phrase, “‘ were not 
having any.’’ Any of us might be put in 
this position by our own bank managers 
when they refuse to allow us to overdraw 
our accounts. But Holkar was a man of 
resource. He harnessed the bankers. to 
his state coach and made them trot round 
Indore. The coach was heavy; the 
Lankers were fat, and Holkar 
exorable. He got his money, but 
indignant, and now indigent, bankers com- 
plained to the Viceroy, and Holkar made 
way for his son. 


ENGLISH MEDIAEVAL 
ART.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
LECTURE. 


English Medieval Painting was the subject 
of a lecture which Professor Tancred Borenius 
delivered yesterday afternocn to the members 
of the Royal Dublin Society in the Lecture 
Hall, Ballsbridge, Dublin. He said that it 
had not been generally realised how numerous 
were the examples of medieval wall-paintings 
which existed in England. Picture panels 
went back as far as the thirteenth century, 
and though there might have existed in the 
eleventh century the remains of medizval 
wall-paintings, not until they got to the 
iwelfth century were they able to form any 
idea of what English mediseval wall-paintings 
were lke. 

A number oí slides of medieval wall- 
paintings and panels were shown on the 
screen, the first of which was that of a figure 
of St. Paul found in Canterbury Cathedral, 
which was, no doubt, part of a bigger pictorial 
scheme. A wal) had been built in front of 
this painting, aud it had remained hidden for 
700 vears, being discovered thirty or forty 
vears ago, and it eprérged in a remarkably 
intact position. This picture, which the 
lecturer described as of extraordinary orna- 
mental character, showing dramatic power 
ease and flow, was the most important 
example of medieval work, not only in 
England, but in Europe. 

The next slide was that of a picture, dated 
1206, which was on the wall of the Bishop 
Chapel, Chichester Cathedral, showing the 
Virgin seated at a well, whicli he referred to 
as the purest gem of English medieval! 
painting. 

The principal centre | 
during the second half of e thirteenth 
century was London, and that period 
witmessed a large patronage of the fine arts 
on the part of the Sovereign, 

Other examples of medieval art shown 
included a slide of the frescoe of St. Faith, 
found in the chapel of Westminster Abbey, 
a work of about the twelfth century, and 
another. of four scenes from the life of the 
Virgin, dated the fourteenth century. In the

Paper Chases. 

The news that the Prince of Wales has 
been organising paper chases to take the 
place of the hunts, to which foot-and- 
mouth disease has put a stop, has caused 
many people to wonder what paper chases 
are like. 

Mounted paper chases are a cross 
between steeplechases and point-to-points. 
The distance may vary from six or seven 
up to ten or more miles, and the checks, 
arranged by the ‘‘hares,’’ give them a 
feature all their own. 

These checks keep the field together, 
and when the run-in, as the final mile or 
so is called, is laid over a good line of 
jumps a really sporting finish takes 
place. 

Although Mr. Jorrocks probably would 
turn in his grave at the thought of his 
disciples following a trail of paper, paper- 
chases have some advantages over hunt- 
ing. The jumps can be prepared before- 
hand, and the shirker is: quickly left 
behind. Riding over newly-sown wheat 
can be avoided, and, perhaps, best of all, 
there are no blank days. * 

In the East, where there are no foxes, 
and where, even if there were, fox- 
hounds lose their ‘‘ scent”’ after one 
season, paper chases have been found to 
provide quite good substitutes for the real 
thing.

STUDIOS TO BE BUILT IN 
GARDEN CITY. 


Welwyn Garden City, Herefordshire, twenty 
miles from London, is to become an important 
centre of British film production. . 

3ritish Instructional Films, Ltd., came to 
an arrangement with the Garden City 
authorities yesterday for the immediate 
erection of two studios at Welwyn. Day and 
night shifts will be worked, and one of the 
studios will, it is hoped, be available for use 
early in the summer. 

The first picture, which will probably be 
made in July, is likely to be ‘‘ Conquest,’’ a 
story specially written for the company by 
Mr. John Buchan, the novelst. American 
and Germac experts are being consulted 
regarding the construction and equipment of 
the ‘studios. 

The site is on a plateau approximately 400 
feet above the sea level, and adjoins the 
London and North-Eastern Railway Com- 
pany s main line station. It is surrounded by 
an area of twenty acres available at once for 
development, with a further wide area for 
future requirements. It is also a few hundred 
vards from the Great North Road, and is 
thus conveniently situated for quick com- 
munication with London both by road and 
rail, ! 

Films made in the studios will be “ tried 
out ” on the inhabitants of Welwyn in the 
‘super-cinema,” with accommodation for 
1,200 people, which has just heen built there. 
This is the practice followed In Hollywood 
before films are distributed to the rest of 
America and abroad. 


UNIQUE ADVANTAGES. 


Sir Theodore Chambers, chairman of the 
Welwyn Garden City Company, told a Press 
representative that he cordially welcomed the 
project. “Film production will gain advan- 
tages in Welwyn which it could not get anv- 
where else. We place our new ideas in town 
eficiency at the disposal of this film-producing 
company, and we hope for great things from 
the combination.” d 

Mr. A. W. Bundy, chairman of British 
Instructional Films, Ltd., said: “The town 
and surrounding district offer remarkable 
facilities for the filming of a great variety of 
scenic effects, dnd there -are several very 
beautiful and extensive lakes in the vicinity.

NO LONGER A WAR 
WEAPON.

RETAINED FOR CEREMONIAL

It has been decided, states a British 
Army Order, to abolish the lance as a 
weapon of war. Henceforth it will not be 
carried on field training, but will be re- 
tained by Lancer regiments for ceremomal 


‘purposes only. Training in the handling 


and use of the lance, other than for cere- 
monial purposes, will be discontinued at 
once. 

The Order had been expected for some 
time past—almost for years—by the four 
surviving British Lancer regiments. 

During the whole of the Great War only 
one British soldier was wounded by a 
lance, and that soldier is the present 
Commander-in-Chief at Aldershot, General 
Sir David Campbell. It was in September, 
1914, when, as Colonel in the 9th Lancers, 
he with less than a troop and a half of 
bis own regiment sharged and dispersed 
an entire squadron of the ist Guards 
Dragoners, the regiment of which King 
Edward was at one time Colonel. In that 
—the only cavalry bout of all the war—he 
received the only lance wound inflicted by 
a German lance, although the German 
squadron did not escape so lightly from 
the weapons of the 9th Lancers. 


FIRST FORMED IN 1816. 


Lancer regiments were not organised in 
the British Army until 1816, when four 
regiments of light Dragoons were trans- 
formed into Lancers. 

The 5th Royal Irish Lancers were not 
revived from the old 5th Light Dragoons 
until 1858. Since the Great War they 
have been coupled with the 16th, better 
known as the Scarlet Lancers, and the two 
now form one regiment. 

The 9th Lancers, which still have a 
separate existence, served throughout the 
Indian Mutiny, trekked to Kandahar in 
Lord Roberts’s famous march later, and 
went through the South African War, 1n 
which the lance was more feared than the 
bullets of the infantry. 

The 12th (Prince of Wales’s) Royal 
Lancers, of which the Prince is Colonel- 
in-Chief, also stands alone still, and in its 
Egyptian station will scarcely relish re- 
linquishing a weapon which in the East 
still has its uses. 

The 17th Lancers (the famous “ Death 
or Glory Boys ’’), who won their greatest 
fame as a Lancer regiment in the charge 
of the Light Brigade, are now linked with 
the 21st Lancers in a single regiment, 
which is commanded by the well-known 
polo player, Colonel V. Lockett. They 
knew their fate last night, and neither 
officers nor men greeted with joy the 
announcement that they were to lose the 
weapon with which their predecessors 
charged at Balaclava. 

Since the lance is to be taken away as 
an offensive weapon, it is anticipated 
among the remaining cavalry regiments 
that they, too, at some not far distant 
date will be deprived of the “white arm, ’ 
the sabre, and all the cavalry regiments 
together become little more than mounted 
infantry.

** RESURRECTED.” 


WHAT BRITISH PENSIONS 
CLAIMS REVEALED. | 


Proofs of ages accepted from claimants 
under the new British scheme included :— 


An entry in a cash book relating to boot 
repairs. 

Particulars of a conviction for a petty 
offence at:‘the age of 11. 

A family tree in rhyme. 

Fly leaves from family Bibles. 

Letters and other intimate documents faded 
with age. 


This revelation was made by Sir 
Kingsley Wood, M.P., Parliamentary. 
Secretary to the Ministry of Health, at an 
Old People’s dinner at Eltham last night. 
As a result of one inquiry into a recent 
claim for a widow’s pension it was dis- 
covered that a man who was found 
drowned, identified and buried as the hus- 
band of the claimant, was, in fact, some 
other person, the real husband being 
alive and well in another part of the 
country. The Ministry had resuscitated 
« number of husbands who had been miss- 
ing for many vears and who were thought 
by their wives to be dead. He hoped their 
industry was appreciated. 

He was glad te be able to say that all 
the information they had at the Ministry 
of Health showed that the payments of 
pensions on Thursday last to the 450,000 
old people who had qualified for the first 
time had been carried out with practically 
no confusion or delay. 

The public-had renedered every assist- 
ance, particularly ministers of religion 
and social workers, who had helped by 
giving the necessary certificates on the 
claims forms. This was sometimes a 
heavy duty. One vicar of a big parish 
good-humouredly: that if it con- 
tinued to the same extent he would have 
to give up all other parish duties. 


ONLY 5 PER CENT. REJECTED. 


All the information which came into the 
Ministry’s possession in the course of 
their inquiries was, of course, treated as 
confidential, but mueh that lay hidden in 
official files was of a very human nature. 
Many of the letters which the Department 
had received containe@ much unconscious 
humour; many a deep pathos. There was 
a man, well advanced in years, who 
wanted an orphan’s pension on the ground 
that he had neither father nor mother 
alive, 

Some had made claims for pensions 
Which had been rejected, In a big 
scheme of this kind, especially at the 
beginning, hard cases were inevitable. but 
it was safe to say that the scheme made 
the very most of the money available, and 
it was so designed to give a more than 
generous return for any contributions 
paid. In fact, only five per cent. of the 
claims made for pensions at 65 had been 
rejected. 

In a large number of cases the scheme 


had saved widows and old people from | 


recourse to Poor Law relief. The scheme 
Was not a national charity, but a contri- 
butory scheme, based on the principle of 
self-help. They. could be proud of the 
fact that Great Britain now had a system 
of insurance more adequate and compre- 
a than any other country in the 
woria,

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STRONG OPPOSITION 
DONEGAL.

A run round a number of the fishing 
harbours of Donegal and conversations 
with the fishermen show that the proposal 
to tax fish barrels imported into the 
county to the extent of 334 per cent, is 
viewed with alarm. : 

At the present time the barrels used 
at Buncrana. Burtonport, Downings, Kin- 
casslagh, and other ports in the county 
are imported from Londonderry. The 
fishermen say that the additional cost of 
the barrels required to be brought from 
Dublin or the amount of the duty will 
come off the price which they will receive 
at the ports of landing. In other words. 
the buyers will require to give go much 
less for the fish than they are able to do 
under the present conditions 


THE CURERS’ POSITION. 

The curers who buy the fish maintain that 
they would be unable to bear the additional 
cost, because otherwise they would not be 
able to compete in the English markets with 
the more favourably situated English and 
Scottish curers. : 

'The curers operating in Donegal declare 
that as it is they are sufficiently handicapped 
by the transport costs to the English and 
Scottish markets, as compared with the trans- 
port facilities enjoyed by such fishing centres 
as Grimsby and Lowestoft, and that the 
result of the imposition of a tariff on barrels 
imported into Donegal, if the curers had to 
hear it, would be that they would cease to 
find shipments from Donegal profitable. They. 
therefore, are strongly against the tariff, and, 
if it is imposed, they consider that it will 
have to be borne by the fishermen. 

It is understood. that representations on 
behalf of the fishermen have been made to 
Dublin with a view to securing opposition to 
the proposed tariff. | 


DIVERSION OF TRAFFIC, 

Another possibility is being widely dis- 
cussed. Some years ago a large number of 
herring drifters brought their takes direct to 
Londonderry, where a curing station was 
established and facilities provided for quick 
Shipment, thus avoiding any possible delay in 
railway transport from a Donegal port to 
Londonderry. 

It is now declared likely that in the event 
of the tariff being persisted in the drifters 
would decide to return to Londonderry, where 
the fish could be packed in barrels, on which 
there would be no tariff. 

The herring station in Derry was absorbed 
by the shipyard, which is now closed, and, 
no doubt, the jetty where the fish were 
landed would be available or equally 
good landing facilities would be afforded.

DAIRYING.

THE EVOLUTION OF THE DOG.

THE FISH BARREL 
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IRISH ECONOMIC 
CONDITIONS. 
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PUBLIC INDIFFERENCE. 


THE NEGLECT OF IRISH 
MANUFACTURES,

Speaking at the meeting of the Publicity | 
Club of lrelard yesterday in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, 

Mr. F. G. ‘lwigg, of Waterford, dwelt 
on the economic condition of Ireland, and 
suggested what he described as a simple 
remedy. Having given statistics of Ireland s 
exports and imports, and shown how much 
better Denmark was doing than Ireland in the 
matter of exports into Great Britain, he 
mentioned the apathy and indifference of the 
Irish people and their shortsightedness as to 
where their purchases are manufactured. He 
mentioned as an example of what could be 
done the boom that there was in the manu- 
facture of Irish blankets. 

He suggested that if there was a demand 
for Irish-made stockings 1t would not be 
long until some brainy manufacturer would 
erect the necessary mills and _ instal the 
necessary machinery for their manufacture in 
this country. In this way, according to his 
calculation, one million of money would be 
kept here at home. 


PROSPERITY IN TWELVE MONTHS. 

Taking the annual clothing expenditure of 
the nation at £5 a head, the gigantic sum 
of nine millhons was reached. At the sitting 
of the Tariff Commission the other day an 
authoritative statement was made that a suit 
of good Irish material could be made and 
retailed ‘or Os. If- the authorities could 
substantiate that statement and broadcast it 
to the four seas of Ireland every day it 
would be more effective than many an 
eloquent wail over the evils of emigration. 
If, by a miracle, every citizen of the Free 
State from this day forth demanded that all 
his requirements which could be manufactured 
in the country should be produced in this 
country, we should, he said, have prosperity 
in the space of twelve months. He instanced 
the intensive Nationalist propaganda in Cer- 
many for many years before the war, and 
said that it proved that the entire outlook 
of a nation could be changed by moulding 
in the schools the plastic minds of children 
of tender years. By propagandist school 
instruction youth could be imbued with 
enthusiasm for certain ideas, be the ideas 
night or wrong. 

In addition: to the excellent tuition given 
by the splendid body of Irish primary schoo} 
teachers in book subjects, if a quarter of an 
hour of every school day were devoted to the 
inculcation of a spirit of enthusiasm for 
Ireland, a spirit of interest in ivreland’s 
products and development, and a determina 
tion that at all costs goods of Irish manu- 
facture would be used whenever possible— 
it would be of immense value. The more 
intense the propaganda the more immediate 
the results, ‘Those youths and maidens 
shcvld not be taught to despise any other 
country, but, on the other hand, to appce 
ciate, and, if necessary, to imitate all that is 
yood and beautiful and efficient in the other 
countries of the world. 


‘ PUMPING-IN.” 

This simple reform, said Mr. Twigg, need 
impose no fresh burden on the Education 
Office, on the teachers, or on the inspectors 
of schools, and it could be effected by giving 
a more distinctly national bias to geography 
and history lessons, or by the teachers utilis- 
ing for this particular training a quarter of 
ar. hour which is devoted to standard con- 
versation lessons, the subject of which is left 
to the option of the teachers themselves. 
This pumping-in of the correct ideas day 
after day would be bound to produce enthu- 
siasm in the children. The public generally, 
he said, and especially the school-going popu- 
lation, were lamentably ignorant as to the 
facts of Irish industry. 

He suggested that each school should pos- 
sess and use the admirable list of Irish manu- 
factures and Irish produce issued by the Irish 
Industrial Development Association. Object 
lessons, showing concrete commodities, could 
frequently be given, stress being laid upon 
the fact that if these articles were manufac- 
tured in Ireland, roughly, three-quarters of 
the money that was spent on them would 
remain in Ireland to employ Irish labour. If 
this system were “put, into force what a mar- 
vellous dynamic effect it would have! The 
effect would start from the very day that the 
system was introduced. 


AN APPEAL TO THE GOVERNMENT. 

There are, he continued, something like a 
quarter of a million of young people attend- 
the Free State. These 
youngsters when enthused would soon change 
the system of purchasing in their own homes; 
they would be simply irresistible. This 
teaching could be made the basis of a real 
liish culture—a sad need to-day. To teach 
the youth of Ireland true culture, common- 
sense, nationalism, civics and rural economics 
would, first of all, produce good citizens. and. 
secondly, would produce an immediate and 
clamant demand for Irish manufactures. 

The people, said Mr. Twigg, who should be 
most interested in this subject are the 
Government of the country. With a pros- 
perous and smiling Ireland their duties and 
their worries would be light: there would be 
plenty of money circulating, there would be 
no unemployment and no dole.

There are many objections 
this method, but it is the established 
custom as distinguished from that of the 
bacon factories in the Irish Free State, where 
abattoirs form part of every bacon factory. Li 
the new movement to ship pork pig carcases 
to English markets is to succeed, it can only 
do so by, first of all, centralising the business 
in abattoirs organised at likely centres 

It was in 1926 that the embargo on pig 
carcases coming from Holland was imposed, 
and ever since then efforts to supply the 
London market with porkers (careases from 
€Olb. to 100lb. weight) have been made from 
various districts not only in Ireland, but from 
places in Great Britain also.

WINDFALL FOR SOUTH

CARNEGIE GRANT OF £100,000. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CAPE TOWN, Thursday. 


South Africa is about to receive a windfall 
from the Carnegie Corporation of New York, 
whose representatives recently toured South 
and East Africa. As a result of the tour the 
Corporation decided to offer the proper 
authorities a five year programme of grants 
in aid of certain scientific and other projects, 
involving a total expenditure of £100,000. _ 

A grant of £2,000 yearly for five years will 
be made for scientific and other researches, to 
be approved by the Government Research 
Board, while an additional grant of £1,500 
is proposed for research into the Bantu 
mentality. A total grant of £4,000 is ope 

sed for research into the Union’s so-called 
““poor white”’ problem, while £4,500 is voted 
for the study of the South African library 
situation, and for experiments in library ser- 
vice in the Union, such as the circulation cf 
books among isolated mission stations, and 
assistance to the existing University school 
libraries. 

Other proposals include assistance in the 
technical education of non-Europeans, and 
ssistance for University Departments, in 
order to foster the study of art. A sum of 
£18,000 is set aside for the exchange of 
visits between South Africa and America of 
leaders in science, social work, and education. 

The Corporation make it clear that they 
cannot embark on undertakings extending be- 
yond five years, as they have obligations to 
other parts of the Empire. For East Africa 
funds will be made available for schools for 
the training of native school supervisors for 
Lady Grigg’s maternity centre at Nairobi, 
and for a motor dir; ensary for Uganda.

Potato Breeds. 


It is said that during the famine years 
of 1847 and 1848 in Ireland scores oÍ 
potato breeds, far superior to the stocks 
of later times, were lost. Traditional 
methods of breeding tubers now have 
yielded place to the operations of science. 
Our farmers no longer exchange seed ; 
they are guided instead by their co- 
operative societies and agricultural 
instructors in the selection of strains 
suitable to their needs. Across the 
Channel, at Ormskirk, gold medals are 
awarded for new potato varieties of out- 
standing merit, and the tests are as ex- 
citing as a horse-race. The committee 
which awards the medals bases its deci- 
sions on yield, shape, vigour and type of 
haulm. Last year the planting of eleven 
varieties entered took place on April 21st. 
Lifting took place between August 24th 
and September 19th, and the weights of 
produce were examined statistically. The 
committee met three times, and examined 
the growing plants and the lifted produce. 
The varieties concerned were Aberdeen 
Favourite. and Argyll Favourite, from 
Reading; Arran Banner, from the Isle 
of Arran ; Claymore, from Dundee; Doon 
Star, from Ayr; Duke of Perth, from 
Meigle; Incomer, from Edinburgh ; 
Macheth’s Castle, from Perthshire; and 
the Baron, the Bounty and the Boxer. Of 
these Arran Banner, which yielded 14.9 
tons to the acre, was adjudged the best 
and was awarded the gold medal. Arran 
Banner is described in the committee's 
note as “one of the most »romising sorts 
which have so far been entered.” It has 
an even, regular appearance when grow- 
ing and an attractive haulm. In the trial 
it appeared to be free from any form of 
secondary virus infection, The buds and 
sprouts are pink, the tubers round 
slightly flat, and white of skin and /lesh.

The Last of the Lance. 


The lance has been abolished as a 
weapon in the British Army. This is 
announced by an Army Order, and forth- 
with the training of the four lancer regi- 
ments in the use of the weapon from 
which they derive their title will cease. 
Henceforward the lance will be carried 
only for ceremonial purposes. During 
the hundred years of its use as a distinc- 
tive arm the lance was reddened on many 
an historic field. It gored the foeman at 
Balaclava, and it played a decisive part 
in many actions of the Boer War. The 
Great War, however, revealed that it was 
ne longer serviceable. Throughout the 
stupendous campaigns of West and East 
the British Army only once fought with 
the lance. This happened in a clash with 
German cavalry in September, 1914, when 
the war still was being fought by half- 
experimental means; and even this bout 
was so insignificant that the wounding of 
one officer—now General Sir David 
Campbell—was all that the British side 
suffered at the point of what once was so 
famous. an instrument of war. It is 
suspected that the sabre will follow the 
lance, and that cavalry hereafter will be 
simply mounted infantry. If that candi- 
date at a military examination who de- 
clared that the purpose of cavalry regi- 
ments was to lend tone to what otherwise 
would be merely a vulgar brawl was 
right, all warfare hereafter will be vulgar 
brawling.

MEMORIES OF BONNIE PRINCE 
CHARLIE. 


The historic estate of Culloden, Inverness- 
shire, associated with Prince Chariie and the 
‘* Forty-five.’’ has been bought by Mr. John 
G. Murray, a business man and sportsman, 
belonging to Bedfordshire. 

he estate. which has been in the posses- 
sion of the Forbes family since the oath part 
of the seventeenth century, includes the 
battlefield of Culloden. It was at Culloden, six 
miles from Inverness, that the hopes of Charles 
Stuart, the Young Pretender, were finally 
crushed by an English Army under the Duke 
of Cumberland on April 16, 1746. The High- 
landers, who numbered 5,000, lost half that 
total, either in kitled upon the field or in the 
slaughter which attended the subsequent pur- 
suit. The English, however, who brought 
12,090 men into the field, suffered losses 
which did not greatly exceed 200 

Since 1881 a cairn 20 feet high, with an 
inscription, has marked the spot where the 
battle was fiercest. 

Within two miles of the battlefield stands 
Culloden House, the seat of Duncan Forbes 
aud his descendants. In this house both 
‘* Bonnie Prince Charlie’’ (who, after the 
Lattle, wandered for months among the wilds 
of Scotland, ultimately escaping to France) 
adversary, Cumberland, called in 
“The Butcher,’’ are said to have

Duncan Forbes, born in 1685, became Lord 
President of the Court of Session. He 
opposed the rebellion actively, and tried to 
win over the Highlanders to the cause of the 
Government. It is recorded that during the 
“ Forty-five ” Lovat’s clansmen attacked 
Culioden House, but were beaten off with 
great spirit by Forbes and his people. When 
the rebellion spread he escaped to Skye. After 
the Battle of Culloden he returned home, but 
nis loyalty te the Crown met with no recogni- 
tion. On the contrary, the ingratitude of the 
Government is stated to have shortened his 
life.

A LEADER'S GLOOMY VIEW. 

The eigtheenth annual conference of the 
General Federation of Firemen’s Examiners 
and Deputies’ Associations of Great Britain 
took place at Nottingham yesterday, under 
the Presidency of Mr. W. T. Miller, of 
Pemberton, the thirty delegates present repre- 
sented twenty thousand members. All 
districts, except Northumberland, Kent and 
Bristol, were represented. 

The President, in his address, said that 
they had never met under more depressing 
conditions affecting the mining industry than 
at the present time. In a review of the past 
vear, it was difficult to ‘arrive at a definite 
conclusion, or to define their present standing 
as a federation. Their ranks had been 
weakened by the temporary withdrawal of 
Northumberland deputies for financial reasons. 
With that exception, however, they could 
claim that the organisation was unbroken. 
They all regretted the split in the Miners’ 
Federaion, which represented a catastrophe 
to the workers : 

The setting up of a so-called miners’ non- 
political union, in the light of present-day 
conditions, was a mistake. Politics meant 
policy or government, and industry without 
a policy was no industry. The trouble, in his 
Opinion, lay in the fact that heresies had 
crept into politics with the growth of the 
workers’ organisations, unions having been 
courted by politicians. This had led to the 
present disruption and was reacting against 
the workers, particularly in the mining com- 
munity. 

The Federation, however, had kept free 
from party politics, and they hoped to retain 
liberty to approach any Government at any 
time. It was to be hoped that the unity cf 
the Miners’ Federation would soon be re- 
stored.

There was a suggestion to-day that the 
honour of a resting-place in Westminster 
Abbey should be accorded to Mr. Thomas 
Hardy, O.M., and to-night it was officially 
announced that the great English poet 
and novelist will be buried there next 
Monday afternoon. 


The right of Mr. Hardy to a place in .' 


the Abbey cannot be disputed; for not 


only was he one of the greatest writers of 


his time, but he was a member of the 
Order of Merit, which is conferred only on 
those recognised as being among the great 
Englishmen of their day. There are only 
eleven members of the Order; and these 
include Lord Balfour, Lord Haldane, Mr. 
Lloyd George, Sir James Barrie, and Sir 
Charles Parsons. Only a few weeks ago 
it was stated by the Dean of Westminster 
that there was no further room available 
for interments in the Abbey, but this 
difficulty has been overcome. 


The Thames Floods. 


Ea 


The Prime Minister, on his return to ' 


London, has asked for immediate reports 
from all the departments in any way con- 
cerned with.the recent flooding by the 
Thames, but it is understood that he has 
not yet decided whether there shall be 
an official inquiry, preferring to wait 
until the different inquests have been con- 
cluded. This will not be for some weeks, 
since full evidence has not yet been taken. 
It is expected, however, that the Govern- 
ment will decide upon some definite step 
before Parliament meets, since otherwise 
it will have to meet a demand for inquiry 
from the House of Commons if nothing 
has been done. 


Industrial Peace, 


Mr. Cook seems determined to act the 
réle of the ‘‘nigger in the wood-pile’”’ 
with regard to the meeting to promote 
industrial peace; for he made no secret 
this afternoon of the fact that he was in 
a hopeless minority of one, but was going 
to Burlington House to oppose the whole 
idea. There had been rows, he said, al! 
the morning at the preliminary meeting 
of the Trade Union Council, and he ex- 
pected rows all the afternoon. At

employers, welcomed the trade union 
delegates, and there was much chatting 
and smoking before a move was made to 
the Conference Chamber.

The General Election. 


The result of the election at Northamp- 
ton has stirred up political circles 
generally, and preparations with a view 
to the possibility of a general election 
at a much earlier date than was originally 
contemplated are under way. It is the 
intention of the Government to go to the 
country at some date within the next 
fifteen months, and it is not unlikely that 
its decision will be for a general election 
in the late autumn. Organisation in the 
Conservative interest is steadily pro- 
gressing in every part of the country. 


Britain and the Dominions. 


Another important step in imperie 
relations was made to-day, when it was 
decided by the Cabinet that a liaison 
officer should be sent to New Zealand. 
Mr. Philip Nichols, a secretary at the 
Foreign Office, is to go out at the request 
of the Prime Minister of New Zealand 
so that the Government of that Dominion 
may be kept well informed upon imperial 
and European matters. The idea of the 
appointment is to secure closer contact 
with the home country, and it is probable 
that further appointments of a similar 
character will be made in the course of 
time. 


Manicipal Adertising. 


In the course of the coming session of 
Parliament it is probable that a bill may 
be introduced allowing towns to spend 
money out of the rates for the purpose 
of an advertising campaign. It has been 
agreed for some little time that adver- 
tising has proved most beneficial to a 
number of holiday resorts, and it may 
be that the same would apply to industria! 
centres. ‘The proposal has the support of 
a large number of Chambers of Commerce 
and industrial organisations in the belief 
that the individual, as well as the general, 
prosperity of a town can be increased by 
advertisement. 


The Marquis of Crewe. 


The Marquis of Crewe, who celebrated 
his seventieth birthday to-day, probably 
will soon be back in London, no longer 
British Ambassador in Paris. Lord Crewe 
is so popular in the French capital, how- 
ever, that his many friends there are 
unlikely to allow him to desert them, and 
it is probable that efforts will be made to 
induce him to remain at the Embassy for 
some time longer. Lord Crewe, though 
he was ailing slightly last year, is now 
very well, and carries his age so lightly 
that it is difficult to credit his seventy 
years. 


“The Playboy. ' 


A very interesting. item of broadcast 
interest was announced to-day. On Thurs- 
day next “The Playboy of the Western 
World,” the well-known Irish comedy 1m 
three acts, by J. M. Synge, is to be given 
through 2LO and 5XX. This is the first 
time that the play has been broadcast. 


A Military Book. 


The publication of an interesting mill- 
tary book will be made towards the end 
of the month by the Government 
Stationery Office. It is the official history 
of military operations in Egypt and 
Palestine, and has been written for the 
Historical Section of the Committee oí 
Imperial Defence by Lieutenant-General! 
Sir George MacMunn, K.C.B., and Captain 
Cyril Falls. The first volume covers the 
period from the outbreak of war up to 
June, 1917, and includes with operations 
the defence of Egypt, the expulsion of the 
enemy from the Sinai peninsula and the 
first and second battles of Gaza. The work 
is based on official documents, supple- 
mented by material drawn from other 
sources. The publication will be accom- 
panied by a number of maps. 


Flotsam and Jetsam. 


During the past few days many strange 
objects have passed through London on 
the Thames. Thousands of wood paving 
blocks were washed into the river from 
a demolished roadway when the water 
broke through. Then came barrels, boxes 
and huge packing cases, which had been 
stored in places normally above the water 
level. To-day the floating matter mainly 
consisted of wood, branches of trees and 
Shrubs that had been uprooted in the 
higher reaches of the river. Some of the 
paving blocks and boxes were salved lower 
down the river, but a considerable amount 
of property of various descriptions 
probably has floated out to sea.

NOT INSOLUBLE. 

“They were all well aware of the difh- 
culties of the task to which they had set 
their hands. ‘The problems they were at- 
tacking were fundamental and complex, 
but none of them was insoluble. With 
mutual good-will and forbearance, and re- 
cognition of each other’s points of view 
and difficulties, there was no reason why 
they should not obtain results of a far- 
reaching and beneficial character. They 
were setiing out on a high mission, with a 
full sense of their responsibilities, but 
also with full confidence. 

‘‘Phey could not expect to create a new 
heaven on earth; but if they could give 
Great Britain freedom from industrial 
disputes,. through industrial co-operation 
and the united effort of all engaged in in- 
dustry, common-sense and humane treat- 
ment of industrial problems, they should 
place the country, which had always been 
a leader in those matters, in the forefront. 


LABOUR LEADER. 
TRADE UNION COUNCIL’S 
DIFFICULTIES. 

‘“Mr. Ben Turner thanked the group 
for the invitation, and said that the letter 
of November 23rd was read with interest 
and a real appreciation of the spirit which 
dictated it. The Trade Union Councii 
realised the courage which the group had 
shown in breaking away from the trad1- 
tional approach of action. He was sure 
that they would realise that the repre- 
sentatives of Labour also had difficulties 
to contend with in deciding to enter into 
those discussions. They were aware that 
the trade union movement itself had been 
built up on a principle of organisation, 
and that industrial interests on the 
workers’ side must be dealt with through 
their organisations, and not through in- 

dividuals. 

“Tt would be conceded that, with few 
exceptions, the unions had secured a loyal 
carrying out of agreements, and for that 
reason they desired to conclude agree- 
ments, as far as possible, only with 
organised bodies which had the power as 
well as the will to carry them out. Some 
criticism had been voiced in that respect 
in connection with the present meeting. 
They had already been told that the em- 
ployers’ group were satisfied that there 
was no single organisation of — 
able to enter into discussions cá th 
range of questions they had met to con- 
sider. While they regretted it, they fully 
accepted the facts, and appreciated the 
employers’ motives in coming to them as 
individual industrialists. 

“ As a consequence they recognised at 
the outset that positive guarantees could 
not be given that the various industries 
would adopt any principles which might 
be proposed. He hoped, however, that the 
other side would be able to indicate what 
steps they proposed to take to secure the 
greatest possible amount of support for, 
and the widest possible adoption of, the 
agreed principles. 


MORAL AUTHORITY. 


é“ The employers in turn were entitled 
to ask what they (the General Cruncil) 
could do to implement any agreement 
which might be reached. They claimed a 
certain moral authority in the trade union 
movement, and had the power to call a 
National Congress of affiliated unions for 
the consideration of important national 
questions. The Council could then do a 
creat deal to implement agreements, even 
though it fell short of possessing direct 
executive authority. 

“Each side entered into the conversa- 
tions without prejudice, and without the 
surrendering of principles which they held 
to be fundamental and without com- 
mitting themselves in advance to any 
propositions, except that of the vital 
importance of finding a just and lasting 
solution of the industrial problems con- 
fronting them. 

“The conference should not be 
hating society or a mental boxing match, 
but a serious move made by representative 
and responsible men and women to pre- 
serve the nation’s industries and to find 
ways anc means of getting out of the 
present industria] chaos, and putting the 
eople and the country’s trade on the 
highway to comfort and ~rosperity. Rome 
was not built in a day, nor could they 
arrive at well-thought-out conclusions in 
a hurry. | :

It was stated in London yesterday that 
an American tobacco syndicate has been 
formed to flood the British market with 
cigarettes at a cheap rate, in opposition to 
British manufacturers. 

This move is understood to be the sequel 
to the recent purchase by American 
tobacco interesis of the business of J. Wix 
and Sons, Ltd., manufacturers of the 
Kensitas brand of cigarettes. 

It was believed that if the American 
Tobacco Company, which has a capital of 
about £30,000,000, was behind the 
Kensitas deal, then for the first time for 
twenty years the Imperial Tobacco Com- 
pany would have a formidable competitor 
in the field. 

It is reported that the American syndi- 
cate will have its headquarters in London, 
and that it is preparing an intensive 
campaign to push its wares in every in- 
dustrial area throughout Great Britain. 

Three field salesmen support the sales 
director, and the trio will have the assist- 
ance,of six supervisors, who in turn will 
direct the operations of six salesmen. 
Such is the prospective plan of attack. 

A director of Messrs. Wix, when 
approached last night, said that the com- 
pany had no comment of any kind to 
make. “We neither confirm nor do we 
deny the truth of the report, he said. 

The Secretary of the Imperial Tobacco 

Company said last night that the company 
had nothing to say. 
- “Tf the purchasers of Messrs. Wix make 
a public announcement of any policy of 
price reduction, our company will at once 
issue a statement of its future policy. 
Until such a thing happens, however, it is 
premature to say anything. 


RAID ON A SOVIET 
EXHIBITION. 


BELGIAN YOUTHS TRAIL 
OF DESTRUCTION.

BRUSSELS, Th ursday. 

About two o'clock this afternoon the 
company which had assembled to attend 
the formal opening of the Soviet Russia 
Exhibition in the Rue du Trone were 
astonished to see a large party olf young 
men, all armed with cudgels, invade the 
building. | i - 

“1 was looking at a Russian picture, 
says one of those present, “ when a band 
of at least filty young men burst into the 
room. I took them at first for young 
Communists, and was particularly struck 
by their truculent appearance. 

‘Suddenly a young man, who appeared 
to be in authority, blew a whistle. While 
several of the band prevented the members 
of the staff from interfering or calling for 
aid, the remainder set to work to smash 
up everything in the room. The bust ot 
Lenin was broken to smithereens, and 
shelves with various articles upon them 
disappeared in a twinkling, their contents 
being distributed over the floor. 

“Busts of prominent Communists and 
others were destroyed and paintings were 
slashed to ribbons. All the windows, 
tables and hangings were smashed, broken 
or torn up. Two busts which were stand- 
ing on a chimneypiece were literally 
pulverised. 


‘* DOWN WITH THE SOVIETS!’ 

“During this time similar scenes were 
being enacted on the floor above. The 
noise and confusion was frightful. On 
all sides resounded cries of ‘Down with 
the Soviets.’ Mirrors, vases, statuettes, 
knick-knacks—everything was destroyed 
in the anti-Reds’ orgy of destruction. 
Documents, pamphlets, propagandist 
posters and books of a statistical nature 
in another room were torn to pieces. A 
large table was wrecked. A neighbouring 
room, which contained only purely 
artistic objects, escaped the cudgels and 
knives of the avenging band.” 

The whole affair lasted only a few 
minutes, after which, on a signal given by 
their leader, the anti-Reds, flushed and 
exuitant, formed up once more and 
marched out of the building, distributing 
leaflets and shouting, ' Down with Soviet 
Russa.” On reaching the street they 
rapidly dispersed up-side turnings. 


WHY THEY DID IT. 

The Exhibition presented a  pitiable 
scene after the raid. Apart from the one 
room where artistic objects were shown, 
not a single article could be found intact. 
The ficors were littered with débris of all 
sorts, the whole building being in an 
almost indescribable state of disorder. The 
demonstrators adopted gentle methods with 
several spectators who tried to restrain 
their ardour. They merely held their 
arms to their sides, and prevented them 
from doing anything to hinder the work of 
destruction. 

As the general public leit the building 
as soon as possible, they were approached 
by two young men, who explained the raid. 
They belonged to the League of National 
Youth, and had decided to raid the Soviet 
Exhibition as a protest against the “lies 
which are giving a _ false idea of the 
present Russia and a revolting picture of 
Tsarist Russia. ’ 

The police have opened an inquiry into 
the raid. 


“MIDNIGHT EXECUTION. 


JUDGE REVOKES ORDER IN 
SNYDER CASE. 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Judge Levy, of the Supreme Court, has 
revoked his order postponing the execu- 
tion of Mrs. Ruth Snyder, and she will be 
electrocuted at midnight. 

At the same time her accomplice, Judd 
Gray, will suffer the extreme -penalty. 
They were found guilty of murdering 
Mrs. Snyder's husband in order to secure 
a very large sum of money for which she 
had insured his life without his knowledge. 

Judge Levy had earlier granted a stay 
of execution in the woman’s case until ten 
o’clock to-morrow morning, on the applica- 
tion of her attorneys, who maintained that 
her evidence was necessary in an action 
brought by the insurance company in 
reference to the payment of $97,000 
(£19,400) insurance on the life of the 
victim, Mr. Alfred Snyder. If the order 
had not heen revoked, and if the Civil 
Court had decided to-day that Mrs. 
Snyder's evidence was necessary, the 
execution might have been further post- 
poned.

OFFICER RESERVE 
PROBLEM. 


The Free State Government have de- 
cided to establish a reserve Arfhy force, a 
project which has been under considera- 
tion for two years or more. They call for 
4,000 recruits to join the “ B ”' Class of 
Volunteer Reserves. 

The primary aim is to lessen the cost 
of expenditure on the defence forces by 
reducing the standing Army, which at 
present consists of about 10,000 men, with 
800 officers; while, at the same time, or- 
ganising as large a force of reservists as 
will enable the country to have a fighting 
force of about 40,000 to meet an emer- 
gency. 

ONLY THE FIRST STEP. 

This, we are informed, is only the first 
step in a scheme for organising a com- 
petent reserve force—in short, an Army 
which will be larger than the existing 
one, but which will cost the country less 
than the present force costs. 

Recruits who have had previous service 
in the National Army for a period of a 
year or longer will be required to join for 
one month’s initial training, and for six 
years in Class “‘B”’ reserve. Recruits 
who have not such previous service will 
be required to join for three 
initial training and for six years in Class 
“ B ”' reserve. 

All reservists in this class will be liable 
for a month's training every year during 
their reserve service. . 

The men so enlisted will receive regular 
Army rates of pay—(1) while on Army 
service; (2) while on annual training for 
a period not exceeding thirty days; (3) 
when otherwise embodied for training or 
service with the regular forces. At the 
termination of each period of annual 
training a Class ‘‘B”’ reservist will re- 
ceive a grant of £5. The limits of age 
are to be between 18 and 34 years. 

PROBLEM OF OFFICER RESERVE. 

The problem of finding officers for the 
reserve has been a serious one. Up to the 
present officers who desired to return to 
civil life simply resigned, and thus ceased 
all connection with the forces. In future 
any officer who desires to leave the 
Army will be enabled to retire, instead of 
resigning. The difference between these 
two forms is that an oflicer who “' retires’ 
may go out on the reserve of officers, 
whereas he who “ fesigns’’ severs com- 
pletely his connection with the forces. 

It is doubtful if this method will not 
provide a sufficiently large reserve of 
officers for a reserve force of the projected 
dimensions, even allowing for a drastic 
reduction in the standing Army, with a 
corresponding big decrease in officer 
person nel, 

An attempt may be made to fill the gap 
by establishing officers’ training corps in 
connection with colleges and universities, 
but no information is at present forth- 
coming on this point. It is probable that 

statement as to the reserve of officers 
will be issued later. 

MILITARY COLLEGE. 

A statement as to the establishment and 
functions of a military college for officers 
is expected in the. near future. 

In connection with the reserve of men, 
it is intended to have the annual training 
camps at popular resorts, where it is 
hoped that the best class of young men 
will be attracted to the ‘‘ B “” class. 

In the estimates tor the year ending 
3lst March, 1928, the estimated cost of 
the reserve 1s set down as £29,802.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

We are officially informed by the Great 
Southern Railways Company that Mr. 
Keogh, their general manager, having 
confirmed the intimation he gave some 
months ago, that the state of his health 
would not permit his continuing as 
general manager for more than a limited 
period, to meet the convenience of the 
Board, his resignation: was accepted with 
the deepest regret, to take effect as from 
the 1st May, 1928. 

The duties of the commercial manager 
and operating saperintendent will be com- 
bined under a traffic manager, a posi- 
fion that will be filled by Mr. PB. J. 
Floyd, now operating superintendent. 
Mr. Elliott, the present commercial 
manager, is retiring after some 40 years’ 
distinguished service. 

Other rumours, to which circulation has 
been given in the Press, are stated to be 
altogether unauthorised and unfounded. 


NORTHERN RAILWAYS. 


AMALGAMATION NOT 
WANTED. 


Railways in Northern Ireland, in com- 
mon with those in other parts of Great 
Britain and Ireland, have suffered 
severely since the war from loss of 
revenue, due principally to the develop- 
ment of road traffic. 

Inquiries made in Belfast show that 
there is no prospect of amalgamating the 
railways in the Northern area, and that 
there is no desire on the part of the rail- 
way companies that they should be amal- 
gamated. 

One of the Northern lines, the Northern 
Counties’ Railway, is included in the 
London, Midland and Scottish group. 
The only other line of any great length 
completely in Northern Ireland is the Bel- 
fast and County Down Railway. 

The Great Northern Railway line has 
almost half of its system in the Free 
State, and crosses -and re-crosses_ the 
border at about fifteen points. The Lon- 
donderry and Lough Swilly line, although 
its head office is situated in Londonderry, 
has only ós miles of its line in Northern 
Ireland and the remainder, about 97 
miles, in the Free State. 

It appears to be the opinion of the 
directors of the Northern lines that if 
labour conditions are not too onerous, 
they eventually will be able to overcome 
effectively the competition of the motor 
"buses. 


THE PRAYER-BOOK 
MEASURE, 


BISHOPS IN CONFERENCE 
AT LAMBETH. 


The House of Bishops continued its con- 
ference on the Prayer Book measure at 
Lambeth yesterday, states The Jimes. The 
sitting lasted throughout a large part of the 
day. The discussions will be resumed this 
morning, and will probably be concluded this 
evening. Most of the bishops hope to return 
to their dioceses to-morrow. 

It is increasingly unlikely that any state- 
ment will be issued this week, and it is 
thought desirable that when information 1s 
given it should indicate in the clearest terms 
what sort of modifications will be proposed. 
It will not, however, be delayed unnecessarily ; 
for the Church Assembly meets in three weeks 
from Monday, and as much time as possible 
will be needed for its members to give careful

FREE STATE. 


GOVERNMENT'S SCHEME 
a 


By Our POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


I understand that the Free State 
Government has decided to introduce in 
the Dail at an early date a bill which 
will provide for the complete remodelling 
of the electoral system, so far as the 
Senate is concerned, i 

The Senate election of October, 1925, 
proved the faultiness of the present 
method. The entire country was regarded 
as a single constituency, and the voters 
were presented with a large ballot paper 
containing the names of dozens of candi- 
dates, many of whom they did not know. 

For some time past. a special committee 
set up by the Government has been con- 
sidering an alternative scheme. The 
details of the bill have not been finally 
settled, but it may be stated that the 
number of senators will be reduced, and 
that vacancies in the Senate will be filled 
from a panel of candidates by members olf 
the Dail and the Senate voting on the pro- 
portional representation system. The 
method of selecting the panel has not been 
decided. 

VOCATIONAL BASIS. 

It has been suggested that the panel 
should be set up on a vocational basis; 
that the universities, the trade unions, 
commercial bodies, local authorities and 
the professions should be allowed to 
nominate a quota of candidates for the 
vacancies to be filled. In this connection 
it has been urged that an independent 
tribunal should be established whose duty 
it would be to say, after inquiry, whether 
the candidates fulfil the qualifications laid 
down in the Constitution,—that they shall 
be ‘citizens who have done honour to 
the nation by reason of useful public 
service,’ or who, “because of special 
qualifications or attainments, represent 
important aspects of the nation’s life.”’

HUNGARIAN FRONTIER 
MYSTERY.

A SPY’S REMARKABLE 
STORY. 

From REUTER’s CORRUSPONDENT. 
PRAGUE, Thursday. 

In connection with the discovery of 
machine-gun parts in a train on the 
Hungarian frontier, a Magyar newspaper, 
A fkegqgel, published in Bratislava, the 
capital of Slovakia, gives an account of 
confidences which were made to the editor 
of the newspaper by a man named Vattay 
Laszlo, who is at present in prison in 
Bratislava on a charge of spying on be- 
half of Hungary. 

Vattay, who declared that he was a pro- 
fessional spy, stated that he had dis- 
covered the following facts. Thrée years 
ago, he stated, a whole train-load of arms, 
coming from Italy and bound for 
Rumania, and declared as being laden 
with vegetables, “wandered’”’ into 
Hungary. 

A cave, went on the spy, had been con- 
structed in a certain hill near the roadway 
at Tipotmezoe, in which four armoured 
cars were stored. In the harbour of the 
naval dockyard at Budapest a monitor was 
camouflaged as a tug-boat. At the artil- 
lery firing grounds at Haymaskere large 
quantities of munitions were concealed. 
Round about’ Kecskemet and Segled he 
was sure that one or two machine-guns 
were hidden in peasants’ huts. 

The Inter-Allied Military Control Com- 
mission had at one time visited these 
spots, but nothing was discovered ; for th 
peasants, as a result of a timely warning 
of the forthcoming visit, had taken away 
the machine-guns to safe hiding places. 

Naturally such a statement must be 
accepted with reserve.

FOURTEEN INSURGENTS 
KILLED.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Two encounters between United States 
marines and the forces of General Sandino, 
the Nicar2guan insurgent, resulted in 14 
of General Sandino’s men being killed, 
according to reports to marine head- 
quarters in Managua, the.capital, yester- 
day. 

The first encounter occurred on Tues- 
day, when 50 of General Sandino’s men 
engaged in a short action with a United 
States column at Cuje, a few miles north- 
west of Quilali, and were dispersed. 

The second encounter was yesterday, 
when the ambushing of a column of 
marines moving from Quilali to Kicarow 
by some 200 insurgents was prevented by 
the action of Lieutenant Schilt, who 
recently distinguished himself by trans- 
porting wounded from the front by air. 

Lieutenant Schilt was directing a group 
of fighting aeroplanes, and saw the in- 
surgents lying in wait on the Sapotillal 
Ridge for the marines. He attacked them 
with bombs and machine guns. When the 
marines arrived on the ground they found 
nine insurgents dead.

Though 
in a sense, therefore. sculpture in the Abbey, 
lor one whose title to remembrance is else- 
where, is beside the point; -the argument 
against it when it is demanded on behalf of 
widely revered genius nuns counter to deeply- 
seated instinct. As men go commonly to 
funerals out of respect, so on rarer occasions 
the nation, which is not the least singular in 
this respect, ordains through the accredited 
authorities the place of burial, and grudges to 
do less at the moment when all do their best 
for whom they mourn. 

How world-wide the laments are for the 
passing of Thomas Hardy can be judged 
already from the tributes which are being 
paid to him in all the countries where English 
literature is read, There was that in his 
philosophy which appealed strongly to the 
men of his time in many lands. Without 
attempting to guess what future lies before 
his works, he was indisputably the first man 
of English letters when he died, and he had 
reigned long. The honour, therefore, which 
will be done to him on Monday in the Abbey 
will be done in full consciousness that no 
contemporary of his craft could deserve it 
beiter.

FRENCH COMMUNIST

TAKEN AFTER SCENE 
IN CHAMBER,

| PARIS, Thursday. 

_ When the Chamber of Deputies ad- 
journed at 7.50 this evening, after openin 
the session with a lively sitting, two of 
the-most prominent figures in the debate 
were escorted from the Palais Bourbon by 
an excited crowd of friends and 
supporters. 

At the iron gates of the courtyard giving 
egress on the Quai d'Orsay, a large 
number of uniformed police awaited. the 
approach of the enthusiastic crowd, and 
then calmly, but firmly, separated the two 
deputies from their. friends and informed 
them thal they were under arrest. 

“Vive Cachin! ” eried the supporters. 
“ Vive, Vaillant-Couturier!’’ “They re- 
peated the cries, though not with quite so 
much heartiness, a moment afterwards, as 
the police proceeded to disperse the 
gathering. 

Swiftly the two prisoners were hurried 
towards two waiting motor cars, but 
not too swiftly for an _ enterprising 
Préss _ photographer, whose flashlight 
greatly accelerated the departure of the 
friends and-sympathisers, 

The motors drove off. At last, after 
many. months’ successful evasion of the 
law, MM. Marcel Cachin and Vaillant- 
Couturier, Communist deputies, had been 
arrested. The three other Communist 
deputies who have been “ on the run ” are 
still at large, however, and M. Leon 
Daudet, who is also “wanted,” has not 
carried out his boast that he would return 
openly to Paris. 

SCENE IN THE CHAMBER. 

The Chamber of Deputies was packed 
for the debate oi the question of the 
arrest of the five Communist deputies, but 
MM. Cachin and Vaillant-Couturier were 
the only “wanted ” men who put in an 
appearance. 

The Chamber met at á o'clock in the 
afternoon, but it was nearly five, after 
all the preliminaries, when the President, 
M. Bouisson, read the letter of the 
Minister of Justice, stating that 
Government were determined to arrest 
MM. Cachin Vaillant-Couturier, Doriot, 
Marty and who had all been 
sentenced to imprisonment.

Studdert for the hints which he has 
gtven respecting his methods of teaching 
English: literature} but. 1 still’ maintain that 
“set “' books: need not be excluded from 
the curriculum, and, for reasons already 
given, ought .not to be excluded. Mr. 

tuddert gives his-pupils freedom of choice: 

he is “ prepared to Jet each pupil’s general 
reading be guided by his own volition and a 
certain tact of advice’ Naturally, this 
general reading *‘‘is done mostly out of 
form.” In form, specimens, of various kinds 
of literature “ are read, dissected, criticised 
in discussions, where boys are encouraged 
to their own viéws, to disagreement with 
the master, tdo, provided that in all cases 
reasons are given for the notions held.’’ 

Good; but Mr, Studdert will not main- 
tain that all the boys are naturally. in- 
terested in every specimen. “A poem by 
Swinburne may charm a few. and be mere 
verbiage to the rest, Tastes differ, and in 
a large class it does not seem possible to 
satisfy all tastes. Some pupils will be 
bored, whatever be the subject discussed. 
Whether a greater number will escape bore- 
dom by discussing subjects chosen 
by their ‘comrades (and the master) 
or by discussing subjects chosen by the 
Department is a question impossible to 
answer, If the Department choose books, 
all belonging to one literary’, period—even 
the present—a class, will inevitably find the 
course wearisome; but even the Department 
would not be so foolish as. to choose in this 
fashion. 

This brings me back to the words of the 
article which started this correspondence. In 
the last paragraph of the article I said 
that, though freedom was a fine thing, we 
had to live in a world of compromise, and 
the compromise suggested was~ a literary 
course devised by the Department in con:

In his report of an inspection of the 
Tyrone and Fermanagh Asylum, submitted to 
the Committee of Management yesterday, Dr. 
Dawson, inspector of lunatics, stated that, 
owing to the rambling plan of the institute, 
a more numerous staff was rendered necessary 
than might suffice in an institution of more 
modern design. As matters stood, at certain 
times (during meals and bathing) the wards 
were dangerously understaffed, especially on 
the female side, the number of nurses being 
altogether insufficient for safety. He was in- 
formed that it had been necessary on

Dr. Patrick, R.M.S., said that, in all his 
experience in the institution, the cases which 
had been admitted on the female side during 
the past six months were the worst that he 
had seen. 

Referring to the insufficient staff, he said 
that it was false economy, as one attendant 
had to take charge of fifty patients at meal 
times, and the patients ‘might do more 
damage than would pay the salary of an 
additional attendant. i :

Whilst no fault can be found with this 
estimate of the horse’s ability, it points with 
no uncertain finger to the poorer class of the 
entry this year as compared with last, when 
Priory Park carried 7st. Tib. to victory. 
Although it may be argued that Priory Park 
has made noticeable improvement sinve last 
years race—and his subsequent success in the 
Gosdwood Stewards’ Cup can be instanced to 
heg this out—the same can be said of 
Oriindos, who, after running Priory Park to 
a head on the Carholme, annexed the New- 
bury Spring Cup and the Nottingham 
Stewards’ Handicap.

BORDEAUX, Thursday. 

The Waratahs played the first of their 
three matches in France here this afternoon, 
and were surprisingly beaten by a team re- 
presenting the South West District by 19 
points to 10. At the interval the French 
team was leading by 11 points to 5. The 
South West Districts played as selected, ex- 
cept that Behoteguy, the French international 
three-quarter, took the place of Graciet in 
the three-quarter line, and Auge displaced 
Barthe in the pack. 
The Waratahs won the toss, and the 
South West Districts kicked off promptly at 
2 o'clock. It was a fast and keen game, in 
which the Frenchmen played. very incisive 
Rugby, particularly the backs, whose speed 
and dash kept the Waratahs on tender-hooks 
from the start. They overcame the handicap 
of being beaten in the set scrums by good 
combined work, in which André Behoteguy 
was very prominent. Behoteguy was the 
brain of the backs, and when he was in 
possession the Waratah line was always in 
danger. The crowd of some 10,000 were 
keenly impartial in their applause, and when 
the final whistle blew their enthusiasm knew 
no bounds. 
The South West scored in a few minutes 
through Jardel, the wing three-quarter, who, 
receiving a well-timed pass from his inside 
man, had no difficulty in crossing the Wara- 
tah line. The try was not converted. For 
some minutes after this play was confined 
to midfield, but eventually Wallace picked 
up, and in a great solo effort, burst clean 
through the French defence, and sent to 
Gordon, who easily levelled up the score. 
Ross converted to put the tourists ahead. 
Stimulated by this reverse the French fought 
doggedly to regain the lead, but the fine 
tackling of the Waratah backs and the effec- 
tive scrummaging of their forwards pre- 
vented them from breaking away. The 
play swung quickly from one side of the 
half-way line to the other, with neither side 
able to claim much advantage until Bonamy, 
the French forward, picked up and ran 
strongly to put his.side ahead with a try, 
which was not converted. 
The Frenchmen played with fine spirit after 
this, and Ross was put through a very severe 
test of defensive kicking and strategy. The 
brilliant Australian time and again saved 
the situation, but could not move the 
Frenchmen out of the Waratahs’ twenty-five, 
and after a period of sustained pressure the 
former were eventually rewarded with a fine 
try by Behoteguy, who touched down between 
the posts, Beranger converting from a very 
favourable position. The Waratahs, despite 
the fine work of their pack and halves, could 
not reduce the margin against them befa@e 
the interval, which arrived with South West 
Districts leading by 1 placed goal and 2 
tries (11 points) to 1 placed goal (5 points). 
When play was resumed the Waratahs, 
gaining possession from a scrum, set up a 
brilliant combined movement, ‘the ball being 
transferred and received with spectacular 
assurance and precision until they almost 
reached the line. Just as a score seemed 
imminent Jardel ran in and saved the situa- 
tion with a great tackle. The same player 
was again prominent in a fine concerted move-.

The Frenchmen came again, but King inter- 
cepted a pass and ran straight for the French 
line, which he crossed successfully, Sheehan 
adding the major points to reduce the French 
lead to six points.

CENTURY-OLD STATUTE 
INVOLVED.

A case under an Act of Parliament 102 
vears old was heard in the Belfast Police 
Court yesterday, when Head Constable J. 
Hetherington summoned Edward J. M‘Cavish, 
15 Rateliffe street (Donegall Pass area) for 
that, “ being a constable appointed under 6th 
William IV. you did, on December 23, 1927, at 
Lendonderry, withdraw yourself from the 
duties thereof without: having been expressly 
authorised so to do in writing by the County 
Inspector or District Inspector under whom 
you were placed, or without having given to 
such inspector one mionth’s notice of your 
intention so to withdraw. 

Mr. N. Tughan defended. 

Head Constable Hetherington said that it 
was rather a novel prosecution in which a 
constable was charged with deserting frum 
the force. On December 6 the defendant left 
Victoria Barracks, Derry, to go to camp for 
medical inspection. He did not return to his 
station, and accordingly the present sum- 
mons was brought. 

The defendant said that in September last 
he contracted neurasthenia, and was twenty- 
six days in hospital. Some time after he came 
out he was sent to Newtownards Camp for 
medical examination, He went to the camp 
and attended the inspection, after which he 
was proceeding home to Derry when he got a 
chill. He thereupon went to his mother’s 
house. His mother was 76 years of age, and 
could not leave ihe house. He remained in 
bed for some days, and then sent to Donegall 
Pass Barracks for the doctor by the milk 
boy. The doctor came and saw him in bed. 
The doctor said that he would leave the certi- 
ficate in the barracks and would come back. 
A day or two afterwards the witness was 
able to be out for an hour or two. The 
doctor did not come back, and the next thing 
that he heard was when he got the summons. 
He never had any intention of resigning 
from the police, and all his books, clothes. 
etc., were still in Derry. 

ENTITLED TO A PENSION.

ACCUSED MAN TO APPEAL. 

The criminal business of the Cork Circuit 
Court for the East and West Ridings of the 
county was concluded yesterday, when Judge 
Kenny sat to take the recognisances in the 
case of Timothy O'Connor, Kanturk, who 
was tried on Wednesday on a charge of arson, 
the jury, after a trial lasting over eight 
hours, acquitting him on the first and third 
counts of the indictment, and finding him 
guilty on the second. 

In the first count of the indictment the 
accused man was charged with unlawfully and 
maliciously setting fire to his dwelling-house 
and shop and premises in Strand street, 
Kanturk, on June 13 last, with intent to de- 
fraud, The second count charged him with 
attempting to obtain £1,360 compensation 
from the County Council of Cork by falsely 
pretending to the Circuit Justice at Kanturk 
Circuit Court on July 14, 1927, that his 
dwelling-house, shop and premises, together 
with £159 in bank notes, had been maliciously 
set fire to and destroyed. On the third count 
he was charged with having maliciously set 
fire to certain drapery and other goods on 
the night of June 12 or the morning of June 
13 last. 

In passing a sentence of twelve months’ 
imprisonment at the conclusion of the case, 
the judge said that the offence was a very 
serious one, all the more so because the 
accused was a man in a very respectable 
position in hfe.

WILL THE DUKE OF ABERCORN 


HAVE A SECOND TERM? 
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Northern Governor May Be Asked to Continue 
in Office for Another Five Years: 
The Lord Mayor’s Motto. 
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FROM A SPECIAL 


BELFAST, Thursday. 
IR WILLIAM TURNER, who has 
been nominated fcr the sixth year im 
succession as Lord Mayor of Belfast, was 
in reminiscent mood yesterday when pre- 
siding at the annual meeting of the | 
trustees and managers of the Belfast 
Savings Bank. During the past six years 
the funds in the institution have increased | 
by over £1.250,000, the total amount now 
in hands being £3,481,482, monies saved 
by the working classes notwithstanding | 
the cloud of depression which has 
darkened the industrial situation. 


LORD MAYOR'S MOTTO. 


In co:rnmenting upon these remarkable 
figures, Sir William, who is one of the 
wealthiest business men in the North, 
quoted an old song which he had heard 
in his boyhood’s days to the effect that 
‘Coppers will grow into silver, and silver 
will grow into gold; and these you will 
find very useful to help you, my boy, when 
you're old.” These lines may not scan 
very well, but there is hidden in them the 
germ of success. ‘‘ Throughout my life,’”’ 
said Sir William, ‘‘ I have*made it a rule 
to live on less than I earned, and some- 
times that was not very much.”’ In 
applying the lesson, he advised working- 
men to cultivate thrifty habits and save 
some of their wages for a rainy day, or 
that they might purchase their own houses 
with .the aid of the Corporation and 
Government grants. Headvised the better- 
class people to mix more with the workers 
and talk to them and explain things to 
them, declaring that there was nothing 
more calculated to destroy the red flag 
and ki’l the doctrine of Communism than 
the human touch and better understand- 
ing between all parties. 


THE NEXT GOVERNOR ? 


The speculations and conjectures regard- 
ing the successor of. Viscount Craigavon 
as Pyemier of Northern Ireland have set 
in. motion another series of rumours 
relative .to the next Governor of the 
province. Great interest was manifested 
north of the border in the retirement of 
Mr. Healy from his exalted office in the 
Free State, and his characteristic 
comments on the political situation were 
much enjoyed. A similar state of affairs 
will soon arise here, and the Northern 
people are reminded that the Duke of 
Abercorn is also approaching the end of 
his term of office, being due to lay down 
his sceptre of rule at the end of the year. 
As the Kine’s representative in Ulster, 
Ilis Grace has won the golden opinion of 
all sections of the community for his un- 
failing courtesy and kindness, and the 
hope is expressed that the official 
tradition in such matters will be broken 
and that the Duke will be prevailed upon 
to accept the Governorship for a second 
period. 

It would be difficult to conceive of a 
nore suitable Governor. A man of col- 
manding personality, native of the soil, 
he appeals to the people as one in whom 
they can put their trust and confidence. 
He is alwavs active in their interests, 
and he is worthily supported by the 
Duchess of Abercorn. She is the head of 
the Girl Guides, and in all matters con- 
nected with social welfare her influence is 
for good. 


PRIME MINISTER'S OPTIMISM.

As an optimist, Lord Craigavon is in 
the foremost rank. and it is chetring to 
listen to him, even when dealing with the 
cloomiest of subjects. At Ballymoney, in 
Countv Antrim, on Tuesday, he dealt 
with the agricultural problem and _ fore- 
shadowed happier times before long. He 
was correct in what he said about the 
creat improvement which has been effected 
in the industry by more scientific methods 
of grading and marketing of various com- 
modities; and his hope that the scope of 
these operations may be extended will be 
re-echoed by all who see in progress and 
development on proper lines the ultimate 
success of the farming cemmanity. His 
brief reference, however, to the unbought 
tenants will not bring much comfort to 
the thousands of . farmers who are 
financially nandicapped by the delay in 
completing the negotiations. 

In this connection the Government is 
blamed for not obtaining terms from the 
imperial authorities at least as favour- 
able as those granted to agriculturists in 
the Free State, and Unionist farmers 
throughout the province have repeatedly 
declared that they have been victimised in 
favour of England. Of course, the 
Northern Cabinet has virtually no power 
in the matter, and can only urge the 
British Government to expedite matters, 
but the people across the Channel are too 
busily engaged minding their own affairs 
to pay much attention to a cry of distress 
from Irishmen. 

It is always a pleasure to hear rosy 
predictions, but it will be recalled that 
the Minister of Agriculture at Bangor a 
couple of months ago said that agriculture 
was in such a parlous condition that it 
was difficult to carry on. WMowever, it is 
better to be happy than to be sad. and all 
will join with Lord Craigavon in the hope 
that the industry will soon be established 
on a basis of prosperity that will be last- 
ing and firm.

The members of the Belfast Board of 
Guardians are to be congratulated on 
their economic and efficient working of 
the poor law services during the past 
year. Notwithstanding the exceptional 
expenditure entailed by the granting of 
abnormal outdoor relief to hosts of unem- 
ployed, a substantial saving was effected, 
and it has been found possible to reduce 
the poor-rate from 2s. to 1s. 9d. in the £ 
for the ensuing financial year. It would 
seem, therefore, that there was no urgent 
necessity to strike over a thousand unem- 
ployed men off the relief register at one 
fell swoop, particularly during the Christ- 
mas season. 

The Guardians’ Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Mr. John Wilson, J.P., had a 
pleasant story to tell on Tuesday, when 
he produced his budget and explained its 
details. It wes an interesting and illumi- 
nating document, and the provisioning of 
the institution reminded one of the ration- 
ing of an army. For the year's supply 
over 351 tons of bread were required, 
backed up by almost 100 tons of beef and 


butter, 94 tons of tea and 45 tons of sugar, 
together with 165,035 gallons of new milk, 
to say nothing of 75 tons of bacon, thou- 
sands of fowl and tons upon tons of other 
necessaries. In the infirmany, with 1,700 
beds, necessitating a nursing staff of 299, 
medical, surgical, midwifery and mental, 
some 14,800 patients were treated during 
the vear. and in the fever hospital the 
number of patients admitted was 1,402. 
From these figures the magnitude of the 
Board’s operations will be readily under- 
stood, and as a public body it stands as a 
mode] for efficrency in administration. 
The labour test for “ out-of-works "’ seek- 
ing relief has not yet been formulated, 
and it is questionable if it will ever be 
oe into force, unless some useful scheme 
evolved.

BANGOR’S NEW DIGNITY. 


The charming seaside resort of Bangor, 
sometimes described as the bedroom of 
Belfast, has put on a new dignity, having 


been raised to the status of a borough, | 


and the elections for the Council are now 
taking place. Charges of extravagance 
have been made against the old Urban 
Council, and a Ratepayers’ Association 
has been formed to protect the interests 
of the inhabitants. It is stated that the 
“Town Hall’’ is over-staffed and over- 
paid, a comfortable situation which is 
resented by harassed ratepayers. The new 
organisation is non-political, all classes 
and creeds being welcomed within its 
ranks, and Unionist and Nationalist take 
part equally in its deliberations ; but how 
long the lion and the lamb will foregather 
peacefully together in a Northern atmo- 
sphere is problematical. 

The “old gang,” as the former repre- 
sentatives are sometimes rudely desig- 
nated, include a number of Bangor’s most 
prominent men; and Sir Thomas Wilson. 
one of the tewn’s pioneers in progress, 
has been opposed by a nominee of the 
Association. It would not be surprising, 
however, if Sir Thomas were chosen as 
our first seaside Mayor. He is at present 
in the United States on business. but, will 
be home before long. Mr. S. A. MeCleery. 
the President of the Ratepavers’ Associa- 
tion, says that its policy is to see that a 
decent roof is kept over the head of every 
man and woman in Bangor, and that 
every worker gets a living wage: but 
what they object to is that at one end of 
the Town Hall they find an abundance of 
luxury, while at the other end there 
abundance of poverty. 

it is all very human. Evervone is 
striving for the plums of life, bet many 
people can only see them afar off. Bangor 
has been wonderfully developed during 
recent years by the old Council, even 
alihough mistakes have been made: and, 
if the new body governs as. well, the 
inhabitants will have little cause for com- 
plaint. Various improvements are in 
contemplation. which, when completed. 
should add greatly to the attractions of 
the place.

LOUGH NEAGH FISHERMEN. 


The report which has just been issued 
by the Northern Ministty of Commerce 
regarding the eel fisheries of Lough, Neagh 
will bring disappointment to hundreds of 
professional fishermen who derive their 
living from this famous sheet of water. 
For centuries past the Lough Neagh 
fishermen have claimed the right to 
pursue their avocation without inter- 
ference from anyone, but a Charter 
granted by an English King hundreds of 
years ago deprived them of their tradi- 
tional privileges, and the Supreme Court 
of the land endorsed the legality of that 
musty document some years ago. The 
position of the fishermen is an unhappy 
one, and, while they have the sympathy 
of all sections of the cunimunity, it seems 
that nothing can be done to right what is 
generally acknowledged to be an ancient 
wrong. 

The legal position is against the fisher- 
men, and the Ministry s inspector in 
commenting on the matter, says that, as 
lessees under a five thousand vears’ lease 
of the exclusive eel-fishing rights in Lough 
Neagh and the Lower Bann, the Toombe 
Fel Fishery Company are entitled to 
prevent any person other than their 
servants from taking a single eel out of 
any part of Lough Neagh. The company, 
however, admit that it would be econo- 
micaliy impossible for them to enforce 
such extreme rights, and state that they 
do not desire to prevent professional fish- 
ing in the lough under conditions which 


will permit of the fishery being maine | 


tained at its maximum value. 

On the other hand, the company insist 
on the “unstinted recognition” by the 
fishermen .of the company’s rights to the 
whole fishery and a contribution towards 
the expense of maintenance, and that is 
just what they do not care to do. Various 
recommendations are made which 
adversely affect the prosperity of the 
tishermen, particularly with regard to a 
close season. but which would undoubtedly 
preserve the fishery. The problem is a 
dificult one, and its solution seems to lie 
in good-will and co-operation rather than 
in endless disputes and legalities. 


TOURIST DEVELOPMENT. 
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WORK OF THE NORTHERN 
ASSOCIATION. 


It was reported at the monthly meeting ol 
the Ulster Tourist Development Association— 
Mr. Robert Baillie.) Chairman, presiding— 
that some of the pictures which had been 
used in the Association’s display in Wembley, 
together with posters and Ulster guides, had 
been despatched to Boston, United States, for 
display there in the Jordan Marsh Exhibition, 
and it was decided that an additional number 
of slides should be supplied for American 
publicity. as the demand had been consider- 
able for the Ulster lantern lecture throughout 
the United States. 

The Association had heen asked to secure 
accommodation for a Holiday Home for a 
large concern across the water, and it was 
decided to appeal to the public for informa- 
tion regarding any such building that was 
available. 

Tre Association decided to take a part 
during 1928 in the Leipzie Soring Fair, the 
British Industries Fair, the Paris Fair, and 
the Cenadian National Exhibition in Toronto, 
as well ae in a tourist supplement published 


by oue of the leading newspapers in New, 


York. 
It was decided that the Association should 
make an endeavour to secure a complete list 
of boarding-house accommodation throughout 
the province, as repeated requests were being 
received for the same, and intending visitors 
were anxious to know the charges in the 
boarding-houses in the province.

REMARKABLE RESULTS 
OF PLEBISCITE, 
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The result of the plebiscite on the 
Belfast Corporation Bill is an emphatic 
vote of “no confidence’’ in the Corpora- 
tion. 

The Corporation had decided to promote 
a bill im the ensuing session of the 
Northern Parliament empowering < it, 
aw ug other things, to run omnibuses 
sá, Yr a radius of two miles outside the 
city boundary. To this proposal a number 
of yNtepayers offered vigorous opposition, 
and a plebiscite was demanded. 

When the figures were announced bv 
the Lord Mayor to-day it was found. that 
the ratepayers had rejected the Corpora- 
tion’s proposed bill by a majority of two | 
to one.

Of 169,217 plebiscite papers issued to 
the ratepayers 11,282 were invalidated, 
20.356 were returned blank, and 41,819 
were not returned. 

Want of confidence in the Corporation 
was expressed by the inscription on ir- 
validated papers of the words: “ We want 
Commissioners, ”’ 

GROUNDS OF OBJECTION. 

More than one clause in the Corporation 
Bill provoked objeciion, but, perhaps, the 
most contentious one was that already men- 
tioned with regard to “huses. It was opposed 
alike by owners-ot existing ‘bus services and 
by many ratepayers, who are dissatisfied with 
the Corporation's management of its tramway 
and ‘bus systems. 

Another clause that met with vigorous op- 
position sought to modify the provisions which 
forbid its employés to enter into contracts 
with the Corporation. There was a general 
impression that the proposed alteration might 
tend to the development of jobbery. There 
has been a growing demand in the city that 
the Corporation should be abolished for five 
and that. as in the case of Dublin, 
Commissioners should be appointed to ad- 
minister the city. It is felt that this is the 
only means whereby the administration of the 
Corporation departments can be put upon an 
ecorromic This opinion has heen 
strengthened by the fact that no resolute 
efiort has heen made to put into operation 
the recommendations of the 
Keonomy Committee, which. if carried out in 
their entirety, would effect an estimated sav- 
ing of nearly 2s, in the £ of rates. The 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce, the Chambe 
of Trade, and the Rotary Club recently ap 
pointed a Joint Committee to press for the 
appointment either of a Municipal Manage 
or of Commissioners. 

THE LORD MAYOR EXPLAINS.

It is understood that during the last few 
davs the German Dye Trust (I. G. Farbenin- 
dustrie) and the Austrian Chemical Industry 
have extended the basis of the sales agree- 
ment already existing between them. As the 
result’ of the latest negotiations the markets 
have been strictly apportioned. Western 
European, Czecho-Slovak and Polish markets 
are reserved to the [.G., and the Austrian 
Chemical Industry is to cover the Austrian, 
Hungarian. Turkish, Yugoslav, Rumanian 
and Bulgarian areas. : 

The Austrian industry will, however, ac- 
cording to the statement published here, 
attend only to the production of chemicals for 
the Austrian and Balkan markets. Sales will 
he effected through the I. G. sales organisa- 
tion. The arrangement includes a price agree- 
ment along the lines of those already con- 
cluded by the I. G. with other foreign 
industries. : 

The only products excluded from the agree- 
ment at present are artificial manures and 
one or two mineral! acids.

4PPEAL AGAINST AN AWARD. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
R. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) : 

The Minister for Finance appealed against 
an awurd made by the Circuit Court Judge 
in Kerry to Colonel Charles Wallace Warden 
for the destruction of Derryquin Castle. 

The Circuit Judge awarded Colonel Warden 
£25,000 for the destruction of the castle, and 
£1,115 and £653 respectively for the destruc- 
tion of the electric light plant and refrigerator 
in the castle. 

The appeal was grounded on the submis- 
sions that the Circuit Judge's assessment of 
compensation for the destruction of the castle 
wus against the weight of evidence tendered 
by both the applicant and respondent at the 
hearing; that the sum of £25,000 exceeded 
the maximum sum properly allowable upon 
the evidence of value, and that the learned 
Judge misdirected himself in fact and in 
Jaw in assessing the sum. It was further 
submitted that the Judge misdirected him- 
self in fact and in law in awarding separate 
and additional sums for the electric light 
plant and refrigerator, which formed part and 
parcel of the fabric of the castle. 

Mr.. Justice Sullivan held that the sum of 
£25,000 given for the castle was a reasonable 
amount; having regard to all the circmn- 
stances, and accordingly he affirmed this 
award of the Circuit Judge. With regard 
to the £1,115 awarded for the electric light 
soe he was of opinion that it should not 

ave been treated as a separate chattel, and 
he disallowed it. The evidence given on 
behalf of the State dealt with the value of 
Derryquin Castle with the electric light plant 
as included. He thought the same principle 
ought to apply to the £653 allowed for the 
refrigerator, and he disallowed it. The 
£25, should include the mansion house, 
buildings, electric light plant and refrigerator. 

Mr. Justice O’Bvyrne concurred. 

Mr. J. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. WM. 
Binchy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared for the Minister for 
Finance, the appellant; and Mr. W. G. 
Shannon, K.C., and Mr. T. C. Kingsmill 
Moore (instructed by Mr. E. C. Jameson) 
for Colonel Wallace Warden, the respondent.

DEDUCTION OF INCOME TAX. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE. MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN AND MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The defendant in the case of Gore-Grimes 
v. Archer appealed from a decision of Mr. 
Justice Hanna in the High Court on a final 
judgment motion giving the plaintiff judg- 
ment for- £45 15s., with costs. 

The plaintiff, Mr. Christopher M. Gore- 
Grimes, it appeared, had sued the defendant. 
Mr. George Archer, for the sum mentioned 
in respect of rent of the premises No. 12 
Talbot street, and the defendant, having paid 
the sum of £9 14s., the amount of the second 
instalment of income tax due for the year 


- 1925-26 on the premises, deducted that amount 


from the rent due and sent a cheque for 
£34 1s., tovether with the income tax receipt, to 
the plaintiff. The cheque was returned to 
him by the plaintiff. The defendant had also 
suggested on affidavit that the action could 
he more conveniently and cheaply tried in the 
Circuit Court, and that it should be trans. 
ferred there. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, as stated, gave judg- 
ment for the amount endorsed op the 
summons, with costs. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
Molloy, Fayle and Co.), for the appellant and 
defendant, now sought to have the judgment 
set aside, stating that it was admitted that 
his client was entitled to make the deduction 
in respect of income tax, that the valuation of 
the premises was £97 a year and the rent 
£175 a year 

Mr. Fergus O’Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Gore and Grimes), for the respondent and 
plaintiff, stated that in an action brought, by 
the plaintiff against the defendant for posses- 
sion of the premises and a sum of £906 5s. 
for rent a consent to settlement had been 
entered into between the parties and made a 
rule of Court on the 4th of May last. The 
consent was read before Mr. Justice Hanna. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore objected to these 
matters being referred to, as the facts leading 
up to the consent had not been put on 
affidavit. 

The Chief Justice agreed with Mr. Kingsmill 
Moore that these matters could not be con- 
sidered by the Court, as they had not been 
put on affidavit. 

After some discussion. 

The Chief Justice said that the appeal must 
be allowed. with costs. 

Mr. O'Connor then asked that the cate 
should be transferred for trial] to the Circuit 
Court, as it was within its jurisdiction. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore said that he had no 
objection. 

The Court transferred the case for trial to 
the Circuit Court.

ALLEGED OVER-PAYMENTS. 


In an appeal by the defendant in the case 
of Murphy v. Dowling, with respect to the 
dwelling-house and shop 48 and 49 Thomas 
street, Dublin, a similar order was made by 
consent transferring the case for trial to the 
Circuit Court, the sum of £73 10s., the 
amount of rent claimed to be due. to he 
lodged. in Court by tho appellant and de- 
fendant. 

In this case the question of the application 
of the Increase of Rent Act was raised, the 
defendant, Mr. Daniel Dowling, alleging that 
a Jarge amount in respect of over-payments of 
rent was due to him by the plaintiff, Mr. 
Joseph Murphy, 191 Pearse street. No 
verifying affidavit, however, had heen made. 

The order of the Court added that the 
appeal would be dismissed with costs, includ- 
ing the costs in the Court below: unless the 
amount of the judgment. appealed against 
was lodged in Court that day. | 

Mr. William Black (instructed by Mr. V. 
Brady) appeared for the appellant and de- 
fendant. and Mr. Cawley (instructed by Mr.

COUNTY LIMERICK LANDS. 


ALLEGED WRONGFUL 
POSSESSION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An action was heard in which Joseph 
Pigott, farmer, of Rathanny. Hospital, Co. 
Limerick, was plaintiff and Timothy Hayes 
and Michael Hayes, farmers, Ballyfruita, 
Ballylanders, Co. Limerick, were defendants. 
The plaintiff sought a declaration that the 
defendants had no right or title to lands at 
Rathanny occupied by the plaintiff; an in. 
junction restraining the defendants from 
trespassing upon the lands and from continu- 
ing in wrongful session thereof and inter- 
fering with the plaintiff in his use and enjoy- 
ment of the lands. The plaintiff further 
claimed damages and costs. 

There was no appearance on behalf of the 
defendants. 

The plaintiff set out in his statement of 
claim that the lands in question, containing 
44 acres 1 rood and 8 perches were owned in 
fee simple bv Bridget Hayes, who. by her 
will dated 10th May; 1922, devised the lands 
to plaintiff and. his wife. Hannie Pigott. a 
sister of the defendants. Bridget Hayes died 
or 17th December. 1924, and her will was 
duly proved on 24th February. 1925. Both 
plaintiff and his wife entered into possession 
of the lands, and on órd February, 1927, 
plaintiff’s wife died and he was registered full 
owner of the lands on August. 1927. 
From the date of the death of his wife the 
defendants persistently obstructed and inter- 
fered with bim in bis enjoyment of the lands. 
On 6th July, 1927, the defendants wrongfully 
entered the lands and commenced raising 
eravel and sand, which the defendant, 
Timothy - ayes. publicly offered for sale. On 
or about 23rd July, 1927, the defendants re- 
constructed a disused house on the lands and 
went io dwell there.

LOUTH SHERIFF'S SALE. 


INTERPLEADER ISSUE DIRECTED 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
a case of Michael Kelly v. Bridget

Mr. Moonan (instructed by Mr. T. Teevan), 
on behalf of John J. Russell, Under Sheriff 
of Co, Louth, applied for an order settling 
an interpleader issue.

PAYMENT OUT OF COURT. 


In a case of the Abbey Forage Co., Ltd., 
Blackhall street, Dublin, against George 
Henry Bulmer, 

Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. W. |. 
Shannon and Co.). on behalf of the plaintiffs, 
applied for an order for the payment out of 
Court of £183 15s. 10d. 5 per cent. National 
Loan, standing, to the credit of the action. 
and £4 Ils. 11d. accrued dividends. Counsel 
said that the action was brought for in 
account of moneys received by the defendant 
as agent or manager for the company. The 
defendant put in an account, to which the 
plaintiffs objected on the ground that it was 
not in the proper form, and did not disclose 
all the transactions that were aileged to have 
taken place. The account admitted a balance 
of £178 10s. 2d. due to the company, and the 
President of the High Court made an order 
that that sum should be lodged to the credit 
of the action. That was done, and the 
plaintiffs said that whatever the position 
might be about. the account, this money ‘n 
Court had been admitted by the defendant 
to be moneys of the company, and there was 
no reason why it should remain any longer 
in Court, but should be paid out to the 
company to whom it belonged. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who. with Mr. Henry, 
R.C. (instructed by Mr. W. J. M. Coulter), 
appeared for the defendant, opposed . the 
application, submitting that there was no 
power to pay out this money in the action 
unless the plaintiffs accepted the defendant's 
account as a final settlement and paid the 
costs. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that, in his opinion, 
the plaintiffs were entitled to have this monev 
paid out to them, it being admitted that it 
was the money of the company, and it having 
been paid into Court, without any denial of 
hability. He ordered that the money in 
Court be paid out to the plaintiffs, 
defendant to be given credit for that sum ‘n 
any fjnal ruling upon the accounts by. the 
Examiner, and the plaintiffs’ costs of the 
application to be part of their costs in the 
action.

SOLICITOR’S RIGHT OF 
AUDIENCE.

QUESTION RAISED IN HIGH 
COURT. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The question of a solicitor’s right of 
audience in the High Court in cases that are 
outside the jurisdiction of the Master of the 
High Court arose in an application made 
by a representative of a solicitor to have 
received and made a ‘ule of Court a 
consent to transfer an action for hearing, to 
the Circuit Court. 

Mr. Justice Hanna having been informed 
In answer to a question that this was a 
case that was outside the jurisdiction of the 
Master, said that a question had arisen 
whether solicitors had a right of audience 
in the High Court in matters that were out- 
side the jurisdiction of the Master, and he 
thought that it was really a question that 
would have to be raised by the Bar. If 
the applicant briefed counsel it would save 
any question about it. 

Mr. Moonan, the only member of the Bar 
Council present, said that if his lordship 
wished he would have the matter raised be- 
fore the Bar Council. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the matter 
was one in which both solicitors and 
counsel were concerned, and it would have 
to be dealt with deliberately. 

Mr. Moónan said that he would mention 
the matter to the Secretary of the Bar

NEW MARCONI WIRELESS 
SERVICES. 


Further extensions of the Marconi wireless 
telegraph services are announced. A high- 
speed duplex service was inaugurated directty 
between London and Constantinople on 
January ist, and from Sunday, January 15th, 
the Egyptian service, hitherto operated by 
the British Post Office, will be operated by 
the Marconi Company in London and by the 
Marconi Radio Telegraph Company of Egypt 
in Cairo. The Abu Zabal wireless station 
near Cairo has been acquired by the latter 
company, and will in future be used only as 
a transmitting station, while a new wireless 
receiving station has been constructed at 
Meadi. a few miles to the south of Cairo, in 
order to provide a high-speed duplex service 
in place of the present simplex service. This 
means that messages can be sent in both 
directions simultaneously, instead of in only 
one direction at a time. 

The routing for wireless telegrams to Egypt 
will be in future via Marconi.
